PREFACE 



TO THIS EDITION, 



It is two or three years (perhaps more) since the Editor 
of the British Tariff has held any communication with 
his Friends and Patrons through the medium of a Preface : 
daring that period wonderful changes have heen effected 
in the Commercial Policy of the country : a grand move 
has been made on the Chess-board of Free Trade, and it 
is by such moves that, the game will ultimately be won 
from the Monopolists. 

The Editor candidly confesses that he is favourable to 
Free Trade, and he entertains a hope that a little more 
will be added to that which has been so liberally conceded, 
espedaHy as regards one article in the Tariff respecting 
which so much ha<» been written, and still more said ; and 
that we shall eith^ have a moderate Fixed Duty (for 
which he is an advocate), or a Sliding Scaler which 
will, (ifter a certain period, allow the Duty to slide off 
altogether. 

As to ihe ments or demerits of a free trade in Com, 
he oflbrs no opinion, leaving it to those who have far 
better opportunities of judging what is best for the com- 
annity at large, to adopt or respect the measure, as. in their 
wisdom they may deem advisaUe. 

Our Manufacturers, however, ought to be grateful to 
the Grovemment for what has already been done for them. 
Articles used in bleaching, dyeing, tanning, and in our 
Silk, Cotton, and Woollen Manufactures ; all Ores and 
Minerals, Drugs, Furniture Woods, &c. &c., besides all 
nnenumerated unmanufactured articles, have been re- 
leased from duty, — a measure winch, cannot fail to add 
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to the prosperity and well-beiDg of the manufacturing 
interests of the country. A peep into the Tariff will 
astonish many who ''sit at home at ease^" and look no 
further than the surface of things, and know nothing (and 
care less) ahout political economy. 

The Editor has published the following Work for the 
space of twenty-three years ; it contains, in a simple and 
conTenient form, a. Summary of a very important branch 
of the Customs' Laws ; and its design is to render the 
business easy to the Officers, and intelligible to the M^- 
chant ; and he can only hope that it will prove an aocqyt- 
able offering to those for whom it is designed. J£ that 
should be the case, he will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that his time has been spent in a manner not unuseful to 
others, and therefore not imworthy of himself. 

It is rarely that Works of this description (from their

A Convention op Commerce and Navigation

such Vessels, and also that, in like manner, such Vessels 
proceeding from Great Britain and her Colonial Possessions 
abroad to the ports or places thus referred to, shall be 
treated as if returning to a Prussian Baltic port : it being 
understood that these privileges are to extend to the 
Vessels of Prussia, and of the States aforesaid, and to their 
cargoes, only in respect to each of the said ports in which 
British Vessels and their cargoes shall, upon their arrival 
thereat and departure therefrom, continue to be placed 
on the same footing as the Vessels of Prussia and of the 
other States of the Union. 

Article II. — His Majesty the King of Prussia, in 
his own name, and in the name of the States afore- 
said, agrees to place, always and in every way, the 
trade and navigation of the subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty, in respect to the importation of Sugar and Bice, 
upon the same footing as that of the most favoured nation* 

Article HI. — In the event of other German States 
joining the Germanic Union of Customs, it is hereby 
agreed that such other States shall be included in aU the 
stipulations of the present Convention. 

Article IV. — The present Convention shall be in 
force until the 1st of January, 1842, and further for the 
term of Six Years, provided neither of the High Con- 
tracting Parties shall have given to the other Six Months 
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)TeTious notice that the same shall cease to be in force on 
the said 1st of January, 1842 ; and if neither party shall 
have given to the other Six Months' previous notice that 
Ihe present Convention shall cease on the 1st day of 
January, 1848, then the present Convention shall further 
remain in force until the 1st day of January, 1864 ; and 
further, until the end of Twelve Months adfter either of 
the High Contracting Parties shall have given notice to 
the other of its intention to terminate the same, each of 
the High Contracting Parties reserving to itself the right 
of giving such notice to the other ; and it is hereby 
■greed between them that, at the expiration of Twelve 
Months after such notice shall have been received by 
either Party from the other, this Convention, and all the 
provisions thereof, shall altogether cease and determine.

Treaty with Sardinia. 

Treaty op Navigation, between Her Majesty akh 
THE King op Sardinia, signed at Turin, Sept. 6, 
1841. — [Ratifications exchanged at G^noa, Nov. 6, 
1841.] 

Article I. — ^British Vessels which shall arrive laden 
in the ports of the Kingdom of Sardinia, coming from the 
ports of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and L*eland ; 
and reciprocally, Sardinian Vessels which shall arrive laden 
in the ports of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, coming from the ports of Sardinia; as well as 
British or Sardinian Vessels which shall arrive in bal- 
last, in respect of any voyage whatever, in the ports of 
<me or other of those two £[ingdoms, shall be treated on 
liieir entry, during their stay, and on their departure, on 
the same footing as national vessels, with respect to duties 
^ Tonnage, Harbour, LightbonseSf Pilotage, Q,\i&x\]ai\m<^) 
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Wharfage, Beaconage, Signals, and any other duties of 
navigation whatever which affect vessels, and are levied in 
the name and for the profit of Government, Public Func- 
tionaries, Communes, or Establishments of whatever kind. 

Article VI. — It is expressly understood that the 
preceding Articles are not applicable to the navigation 
of the coast or coasting trade of each of the two countries, 
which is exclusively reserved to each of the High Con- 
tracting Parties. 

Article VII. — ^British vessels arriving from Gibraltar 
or from Malta shall enjoy, in the ports of His Majesty the 
King of Sardinia, the same advantages as are accorded 
to British vessels arriving from the ports of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland ; and, reciprocally, 
Sardinian vessels which shall enter the ports of the Island 
of Malta or of Gibraltar shall enjoy all the advantages 
which are assured to them by the present treaty when 
entering the ports of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

Article VIII. — The present Treaty shall be in force 
for the term of ten years from the date of the exchange of 
the ratifications thereof ; and further, until the expiration 
of twelve months after one of the Contracting Parties shall 
have announced to the other the intention to terminate 
the same ; each of the said High Contracting Parties 
reserving to itself the right of giving such notice to the 
other at the end of the said term of ten years. — Declared 
to subsist by Order in Council, 10th December, 1841. 



Treaty with Portugal. 

Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Heb 
Majesty and the Queen of Portugal. [Rati- 
fications exchanged at Lisbon, 3d July, 1842.] 

Article IV. — There shall be reciprocal liberty of com- 
merce and navigation between the suVyects of the two 
High Contracting Parties ; and the subjects of the two 
Sovereigns respectively shall not pay in the ports, har- 
houra, roads, cities, towns, or places whatsoever in either 
kingdom, any other or bigVver d\xl\^) taiLes, rates, or 
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imposts, under whatsoever names designated or included, 
than those which are there paid by the subjects or citizens 
of the most favoured nation. 

No duty of Customs or other impost shall be charged 
upon any goods, the produce of the one country, upon 
importation by sea or by land from that country into the 
other, higher than the duty or impost charged upon goods 
of the same kind, the produce of and imported from any 
other country; and no duty, restriction, or prohibition 
shall be imposed upon the importation and exportation 
from one country to the other, of the goods and produce 
of each, which shall not be imposed upon goods of the 
same kind, when imported from or exported to any other 
country : and Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and Her Majesty the 
Queen of Portugal, do hereby bind and engage themselves, 
their heirs and successors, not to grant any favour, privi- 
lege, or immunity, in matters of commerce and navigation, 
to the subjects or citizens of any other State, which shall 
not also, and at the same time, be extended to the subjects 
of the other High Contracting Party, gratuitously, if the 
concession in favour of that other State shall have been 
gratuitous, and on giving, as nearly as possible, the same 
compensation or equivalent, if the concession shall have 
been conditional. 

Akticle V. — No duties of tonnage, and no harbour, 
light-house, pilotage, quarantine, or other similar or cor- 
responding duties^ of whatever nature, or under whatever 
denomination, shall be imposed in either country upon 
the vessels of the other, in respect of voyages between 
the two countries, if laden ; or in respect of any voyage, 
if in ballast, which shall not be equally imposed, in the 
like cases, on national vessels. 

Article VI. — All goods, the growth, produce, or 
manufacture of their respective possessions, which can 
l^ally be imported into either country from the other, in 
ships of that other country, shall, when so imported, be 
subject to the same duties, whether they be imported in 
ships of the one country or in ships of the other ; and in 
like manner, all goods which can legally be exported from 
either country to the other, in ships of that other country, 
ahally when so exported, be subject to the same d\il\e;&) ^\i^

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be entitled to the same drawbacks, bounties, and allow- 
ances, whether they be exported in ships of the one coun- 
try or in ships of the other. 

Article YIIL — British ships shall be allowed to 
proceed direct from any port of Her Britannic Majesty's 
dominions to any colony of Her Most Faithful M^esty, 
and to import into such colony any goods the growth, 
produce, or manufacture of the United Kingdom, or of 
any of the British dominions, except such goods as are 
prohibited to be imported into such colony, or which are 
admitted into it only from the dominions of Her Most 
Faithful Majesty : and such British ships, and such goods 
so imported in them, shall be liable, in such colony of Her 
Most Faithful Majesty, to no higher or other duties and 
charges than would be there payable on Portuguese ships 
importing the like sorts of goods, or on the like goods, 
the growth, produce, or manufacture of any foreign coun- 
try, and allowed to be imported into the said colony in 
Portuguese ships. 

In like manner, Portuguese ships shall be allowed to 
proceed direct from any port of Her Most Faithful Ma- 
jesty's dominions to any colony of Her Britannic Majesty, 
and to import into such colony any goods the growth, 
produce, or manufacture of Portugal, or of any of the 
Portuguese dominions, except such goods as are prohibited 
to be imported into such colony, or which are admitted 
into it only from the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty; 
and such Portuguese ships, and such goods so im- 
ported in them, shall be liable, in such colony of 
Her Britannic Majesty, to no higher or other duties and 
charges than would be there payable on British ships im- 
porting the like sort of goods, or on the like goods, the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of any foreign country, 
and allowed to be imported into the said colony in British 
ships. 

Article IX. — British ships shall be allowed to export 
from any colony of Her Most Faithful Majesty to any 
place not under the dominion of Her said Majesty, any 
goods not generally prohibited to be exported from such 
colony : and such British ships, and such goods so ex- 
ported in them, shall be liable, in such colony, to no other 
or higher charges than would \>vi pay«(\A^ by^ «xvd shall be 
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entitled to the same drawbacks or bounties as would be 
there allowable on Portuguese ships exporting such goods, 
or on such goods exported in Portuguese ships. 

In like manner, Portuguese ships shall be allowed to 
export from any colony of Her Britannic Majesty to 
any place not under the dominion of Her said Majesty, 
any goods not generally prohibited to be exported from 
such colony ; and such Portuguese ships, and such goods 
so exported in them, shall be liable, in such colony, to no 
other or higher charges than would be payable by, and 
should be entitled to, the same drawbacks or bounties as 
would be there allowable on British ships exporting such 
goods, or on such goods exported in British ships. 

Article X. — It is hereby declared that the stipula- 
tions of the present Treaty are not to be understood as 
applying to the navigation and carrying trade between 
one port and another, situated in the dominions of either 
Contracting Party, if such navigation and trade should 
in those dominions be reserved by law exclusively to 
national vessels. Vessels of either country shall, how- 
ever, be permitted to discharge part of their cargoes at 
one port in the dominions of either of the High Con- 
tracting Parties, and then to proceed, with the remainder 
of their cargo, to any other port or ports in the same 
dominions, without paying any higher or other duties 
ia such cases than national vessels would pay in like cir- 
cumstances ; and they shall be permitted to lade, in like 
manner, at different ports in the same voyage outwards. 

Abticle XIX. — The present Treaty shall be in force 
for the term of ten years from the date hereof ; and fur- 
ther, until the end of twelve months after either of the 
High Contracting Parties shall have given notice to the 
other of its intention to terminate the same : each of the 
High Contracting Parties reserving to itself the right of 
giving such notice to the other at the end of the said term 
of ten years, or at any subsequent time. 

And it is hereby agreed between them that, at the 
expiration of twelve months after such notice shall have 
been received by either party from the other, this Treaty, 
and all the provisions thereof, shall altogether cease and 
determine. 

It 2B agreed, nevertberlesB, that either o{ the Ty^o U\^ 
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Contracting Parties shall have the right, at the end of fat 
yeMTA, to require a revision of anj Articles not jiffectiag 
the principle r/f the Treaty, on giving six months' notiee 
of a desire to make such revision ; provided, howerer, 
that it be distinctly understood that the power of givii^ 
such notice shall not extend bejond, nor be recognized 
after, the termination of the fifth year.

TiiKATy OP Commerce and Navigation with Russia. 
[I^tifications exchanged at London, 31st January, 

1843.] 

AiiTicLK IL — From the date of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the present Treaty, British vessels arriving 
in, or departing from, the ports of His J^Iajesty the Em- 
l>eror of all the Rusnias, and Russian vessels arriving in, 
or departing from, the ports of the United Eangdom of 
Great I5ritain and Ireland, and of all the possessions of 
Her Hritannic Majesty, shall be subject to no other or 
higher duties or charges, of whatsoever nature they may 
be, than those which are now, or shall hereafter be, im- 
posed on national vessels, on their entering into, or de- 
parting from, such ports. 

AfcTH.'LK III. — In consideration that British shipa, 
arriving directly from other countries than those belong- 
ing to the High (Contracting Parties, are admitted with 
their cargoes into tlie ports of the Russian empire^ with- 
out paying any other duties whatsoever than those pay- 
able by liussian vessels, and in consideration of the 
a^l vantages which, in this respect, the present Treaty 
specifically grants to British commerce in the Grand 
Ducliy of I^'inland, it is agreed that, from the date of the 
exchange of the ratifications of the present Treaty, Rns- 
sian vessels arriving from the mouth of the Visttllay the 

If iemeny or any other river which forms the outlet 

of a navigable stream having its source in the dominions 

of His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, or passing 

through the said dominions, dViaYL \>^ Qi/3jm\.\i^d ^iUi their 
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cargoes into the ports of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of all the possessions of Her 
Britannic Majesty, exactly in the same manner as if those 
vessels arrived directly from Russian or Finnish ports, 
with all the privileges and immunities agreed upon by the 
present Treaty of Navigation and Commerce. In like 
manner Russian vessels proceeding from any port of Great 
Britain, or of the British possessions, for the mouth of any 
of the above-mentioned rivers, shall be treated as if they 
were returning to a port of the empire of Russia or of the 
Grand Duchy of Finland. It is, however, understood that 
these privileges shall apply to Russian vessels and their 
cargoes, with respect to places situated at the mouths of 
the above-mentioned rivers, only so long as British vessels 
and their cargoes shall be treated at those places, on their 
arrival and departure, on the same footing with Russian 
yessels. 

Abticle V. — Her Britannic Majesty grants by this 
Treaty to Russian navigation and trade all the benefits 
and privileges of navigation and commerce now enjoyed, 
or which may hereafter be enjoyed, by the most 
fiiVOUred nations under existing laws and Acts of 
Parliament, or in virtue of Orders in Council, or Treaties. 

Abticle VI. — All merchandise and articles of com- 
merce which, according to the stipulations of the present 
Treaty, or according to the laws and ordinances in force 
in the respective countries, may be legally imported into, 
or exported from, the dominions and possessions of the 
two High Contracting Parties, either under the British 
flag or under the Russian flag, shall in like manner be 
guliject to the same duties, whether imported in vessels 
of the other State or in national vessels ; and the same 
bounties, drawbacks, and advantages shall be granted 
upon all merchandise and articles of commerce which may 
be legally exported from the ports of either State, whether 
exported in vessels of the one or in vessels of the other 
State.

Abticle XL — The vessels and subjects of the High 
Contracting Parties shalL by the present Treaty, recipro- 
cally enjoy aU such advantages, immunities, and privil^es 
in the ports of their respective dominions and possessions 
as are now enjoyed by the navigation and commerce of 
the most fovoured nationSy the intention being to 
secure, in the United Kingdom and in the British posses- 
sions, to Russian vessels and subjects the full and entire 
advantages of navigation and commerce granted by exist- 
ing laws and Acts of Parliament, Orders of Council, or 
Treaties to other Powers, or which may hereafter be 
granted ; and in like manner British vessels and subjects 
shall enjoy in the ports of the dominions and possessions 
of His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, the full 
and entire advantages of navigation and commerce granted 
by existing laws, regulations, and ordinances, or by Trea- 
ties, to Foreign Powers, or which may hereafter be granted. 
And their Majesties the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and the Emperor of all the 
Russias engage reciprocally not to grant any favours, pri- 
leges, or immunities whatsoever in matters of commerce 
and navigation to the subjects or citizens of any other 
State, which shall not be also at the same time granted to 
the subjects of the other High Contracting Party gratui- 
tously, if the concession in favour of the other State shall 
have been gratuitous, or upon giving, as nearly as pos- 
sible, the same compensation or equivalent in case the 
concession shall have been conditional. 

Article XLL — It is understood that, in regard to ccnn- 
merce and navigation in the Russian possessions on the 
north-west coast of America, the Convention concluded 
at St Petersburgh on the H February, 1825, continues 
in force. 

Article XIII. — Any British or Russian vessel which 

may be compelled by stress of weather, or by acci- 

J>£JYT, to take shelter in the i^rta of ^\t.\i^x of the High 
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Contracting Parties, shall be at liberty to befit therein, 
to procure all necessary stores, and to put to sea again 
wiUiout paying any other than port and lighthouse dues, 
which shall be the same as those payable by national 
vessels. In case, however, the master of such vessel 
should be under the necessity of disposing of a part of 
his merchandise in order to defray his expenses, he shall 
be bound to conform to the regulations and tariffs of the 
place to which he may have come. 

Abticle XV. — The present Treaty shall remain in 
force during the space of ten yearSy dating from the 
exchange of the ratifications thereof ; and further until 
the expiration of twelve months after either of the 
EQgh Contracting Parties shall have given notice to the 
other of its intention to put an end thereto, each of the 
High Contracting Parties reserving to itself the right of 
giving such notice to the other at the expiration of the 
first NINE YEARS ; and it is agreed between them that at 
the expiration of twelve months after such notice shall 
have been received by either of the High Contracting 
Parties from the other, the present Treaty, and all the 
stipulations contained therein, shall cease to be binding on 
the two parties.

Treaty with Texas. 

Treaty op Commerce and Navigation between Her 
Majesty and the Republic op Texas. — [Ratifi- 
cations exchanged at London, June 28, 1842.] — 
Treaty signed November 13, 1840. 

Abtigle I. — There shall be reciprocal liberty of Com- 
merce and Navigation between and amongst the subjects 
of Her Britannic Majesty, and the citizens of the Republic 
of Texas ; and the subjects or citizens of the two countries 
respectively, shall not pay in the ports, harbours, roads, 
cities, towns, or places whatsoever, in either State, any 
other or higher duties, taxes, or imposts, under what- 
soever names designated or included, than those which are 
there paid hjr the subjects or citizens ot \\i<^ txios^X. 
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FAVOURED NATION ; and the subjects and citizens re- 
spectively, of the two High Contracting Parties, shall 
enjoy the same rights, privileges, liberties, favours, immu- 
nities, and exemptions, in matters of Commerce and 
ITavigatiOIly that are granted, or may hereafter be 
granted, in either country, to the subjects or citizens of 

the most favoured nation. 

Article V. — The High Contracting Parties reserve 
for future negotiation, at such time as they may mutually 
agree upon, the conditions upon which the Trade and 
Navigation shall be regulated between Her Britannic 
Majesty's Colonial Possessions in Europe, Asia, Africa^ 
and America, and the Republic of Texas. 

Article X. — The present Treaty shall be binding on 
the Contracting Parties for EIGHT years from the date 
of its signature, and further, until the expiration of twelve 
months after one of the High Contracting Parties shall 
have notified to the other an intention to terminate its 
duration.

Vessels of Hanover, together with their cargoes, con- 
sisting of articles which may be legally imported into the 
United Elingdom and the British possessions abroad, by 
the said vessels, from any port of Hanover, shall, when 
coming from the mouths of the USeusey of the ZSmSy 
of the "Weser, and of the ZSlbe^ or from the mouths of 
any other navigable river between the Trave and the 
Memely both inclusive, be admitted into the ports of 
the United Kingdom, and of the British possessions 
abroad, on the same terms as if the ports from which such 
vessels may come as aforesaid, were within the dominions 
x)f the King of Hanover ; and such vessels shall be per- 
mitted to import such goods as aforesaid, upon the same 
terms on which such goods might be imported^ if coming 
from the ports of Hanover ; and also that such vessels 
proceeding from the United Kingdom, or the British pos- 
sessions abroad, to the ports aforesaid, shall be treated as 
if returning to a port of Hanover. 

Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, ratified 9th Aug. 
1844.— G. O. T«T 21 Sept. 1844. 
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Treaty with Mecklenburg Schwerin. 

Treaty op Commerce and Navigation between Her 
Majesty and the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg 
Schwerin, signed on the 1st of May, and the Rati- 
fications exchanged on the 10th of August, 1844. 

Vessels of Mecklenburg Schwerin, together with their 
cargoes, consisting of all such goods as, for the time being, 
may or can be legally imported into the United Kingdom

A Treaty has been entered into between Her Majesty 
and the Grand Duke op Mecklenburg Strelitz, of 
the dates above mentioned, conferring upon the vessels of 
Mecklenburg Strelitz all the privileges mentioned in the 
Treaty with the Duke of Mecklenburg Schwerin.

Article I. — From the date of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the present Treaty, British vessels arriving 
at, remaining in, or departing from, the ports of the Grand 
Duchy of Oldenburg, and vessels of the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, arriving at, remaining in, or departing from 
the ports of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, or of Iler Britannic Majesty's possessions abroad, 
shall be subject to no other, or higher dues or charges, of 
whatsoever nature they may be, than those which are 
now, or shall hereafter be imposed upon national vessels, 
on their arrival at, during their remaining in, or on their 
departure from such ports. 

Article V. — In consideration of British vessels, 
together with their cargoes, being by the laws of Olden- 
burg admitted to entry in the ports of Oldenburg, when 
«oming from the ports of all countries ; and in con- 
sideration of British trade and navigation with Oldenburg 
being placed upon the footing of the most favoured nation: 
It is agreed that vessels of Oldenburg, together with their 
cargoes, consisting of all such goods as for the time being 
mayor can be legally imported into the United Kingdom, 
and the British possessions abroad, by the said vessels, from 
any port of Oldenburg, shall, when coming from the ports of

Article VI. — There shall be reciprocal liberty of 
commerce and navigation between the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and the kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies. No duty of Customs or other impost shall be 
charged upon any goods the produce or manufacture of 
one country, upon importation by sea or land from such 
country into the other, other or higher than the duty or 
impost charged upon goods of the same kind, the produce 
or manufacture of, or imported from, any other country; 
and Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of

Treaty op Commerce and Navigation between Her 
Majesty and the Grand Duke of Oldenburg. 
Signed at London, 4th April, 1844. [Ratifications 
exchanged 30th April, 1844.] 

Article I. — From the date of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the present Treaty, British vessels arriving 
at, remaining in, or departing from, the ports of the Grand 
Duchy of Oldenburg, and vessels of the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, arriving at, remaining in, or departing from 
tiie ports of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, or of Her Britannic Majesty's possessions abroad, 
shall be subject to no other, or higher dues or charges, of 
whatsoever nature they may be, than those which are 
now, or shall hereafter be imposed upon national vessels, 
on their arrival at, during their remaining in, or on their 
departure from such ports. 

Article V. — In consideration of British vessels,

Article VI. — There shall be reciprocal liberty of 
commerce and navigation between the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and the kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies. No duty of Customs or other impost shall be 
charged upon any goods the produce or manufacture of 
one country, upon importation by sea or land from such 
country into the other, other or higher than the duty or 
impost charged upon goods of the same kind, the produce 
or manufacture of, or imported from, any other country; 
and Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and His Majesty the King of 
the Two Sicilies, do hereby engage that the subjects or 
citizens of any other State shall not enjoy any favour, 
privilege, or immunity whatever in matters of commerce 
and navigation, which shall not also and at the same time

country or in ships of the other ; and in like manner all 
goods which can be legally exported or re-exported from 
either country to the other in ships of that other countzj, 
shall, when so exported or re-exported, be subject to the 
same duties, and be entitled to the same privileges and dmr- 
backs, bounties and allowances, whether exported in ships 
of one country or in ships of the other. 

Akticle X Vni. — The present Treaty shall be in force 
for TEN YEARS from the date of the ratifications thereof 
and further until the end of twelve months after either of 
the High Contracting Parties shall have given notice to 
the other of its intention to terminate the same ; each of 
the High Contracting Parties reserving to itself the right 
of giving such notice at the end of the said term of ten 
years, or at any subsequent time.

Whereas by an Act passed in the Ist and 2d year of 
Her present Majesty, intituled an " Act to amend the Lamrs 
of 'the Cufetoms," after reciting that by an Act passed in 
the 59th year of the reign of His Majesty King George HI., 
intituled " An Act to carry into effect a Convention of 
Commerce, concluded between His Majesty and the 
United States of America, and a Treaty with the 
Prince Begent of Portugal," divers provisions were 
made respecting the duties payable, and the bounties and 
allowances to be granted, upon the importation and ex-

said Majesty and His Royal Highness the Prince Regent 
of Portugal, and so long as any Treaty to be made with 
any foreign power, with the similar provisions therein

In order to ensure a strict observance of the 
above provisions, and to prevent the necessity of

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Ports, into their own especial care, and to enter 
them on their Ship's Manifest, or to adopt such 
other precautions as may be effectual for ensuring 
the binding of the whole of the Letters at one and 
the same time, on the Ship's arrival off Great 
Britain.

admitted, but it will be his public duty to take the 
necessary measures for enforcing the full Penalties 
imposed by the Act of Parliament (See page

Notice to the Cohhandebs of Ships ABxnr- 
iNG FBOM Foreign Ports. — The Postmaster- 
Greneral, being desirous of securing the landing 
of letters brought to this country by Prirste 
Ships as soon as possible after their arrival off the 
Coast, has made arrangements to remunerate the 
Masters of Pilot and other Vessels who are in the 
practice of looking out for homeward-bound Ships, 
for the service of conveying the Letters on shore 
at the first Port between t^ Land's-end and Deal 
with which they can iCommunicate; and it is hoped 
that the Commandfirs of sudi Ships will avail 
themselves of these opportunities to ensioe an ob- 
ject of so much importance to the mercantile inte- 
rests. As, however, the law imposes upon them 
the responsibility of landing the Letters with 
safety as well as expedition, they will see the 
necessity of not entrusting the duty to any persons 
but those on whose respectability and punctoalitj 
they can fully rely. 

The Commanders, who will by this arrangement 
be saved the expense of sending their Letters on 
shore, will be paid the gratuity of Two-pence each 
on Letters, and a Penny on Newspfl^rs» allowed 
by Act of Parliament, on application to this Office 
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after they shall have reached their port of desti- 
nation.

REMUNERATION TO CAPTAINS.-.In order 

to secure to the captains of vessels their owK gra- 
tuities, viz. twO'pence on each letter, and 
one penny on each newspaper, for bringing 
such letters and newspapers from foreign parts;

Licences to be granted for Navigating Vessels and 
Boats, not wholly Square Rigged, and Boats be- 
longing thereto, which by law require to be licensed, 
have deemed it expedient to amend and consoli- 
date the same : 

Resolved, 

That the existing Regulations be re- 
scinded, and that in lieu thereof the following be 
adopted; viz. — 

Limits. 

1st. That fast rowing boats be limited to a distance 
not exceeding four leagues from the English 
Coast, between the North Foreland and Beachj 
Head; nor exceeding six leagues from any 
other part of the Coast ; nor exceeding twenty 
leagues along the Coast. 

2d. That Open Boats constructed for sailing and 
rowing, and being unper fifteen tons, be not 
allowed to exceed four leagues from the Coast 
between the North Foreland and Beachy Head ; 
nor eight leagues from any other part of the 
Coast; nor fifty leagues along the Coast. 

3d. That Open Boats and Vessels, above fifteen 
tons, be not allowed to exceed the like distance 
from the Coast, nor more than seventy leagues 
ALONG the Coast 

4th. That Open Boats or Open Vessels, of what- 
ever tonnage, be not allowed to go Foreign; 
except Boats belonging to Vessels, which Vessels 
are allowed to go Foreign. 

6th. That Decked Vessels and Boats under fifteen 
tons, and not Square Rigged, be allowed to 
Trade round \he T3m\j^^ l^w^om^ bat not to 
exceed ¥oxraliRAaTS^'& tbo«. ^^^ ^lau[X.^\i^\:f(^\^ 
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Beachj Head and the North Foreland ; nor 
Twelve Leagues prom any other part of the 
Coast; unless employed in pleasure only. 

« 6th. That Licences for Decked Vessels, above 
fifteen and under forty tons, not Square Rigged, 
and intended to be employed Foreign, be limited 
to One Year ; but such Vessels to be allowed 
the Coasting Trade generally round the United 
Kingdom ; those of Forty Tons and upwards, 
to be allowed the Coasting and Foreign Trade 
generally. 

It being observed, that all Vessels bond fide em- 
ployed in fishing, and assisting ships in distress 
(the owners and masters being of good character), 
will be allowed such an extension of the limits 
above prescribed, or such an additional number of 
hands as may be necessary to enable them to pursue 
their lawful occupation ; the collectors and comp- 
trollers being careful in their inquiries as to the 
character of the parties, previously to forwarding 
applications for such purpose, so as to prevent this 
indulgence from being granted or availed of to the 
prejudice of the Revenue ; and the Surveyor for 
Sloops is to govern himself accordingly in report- 
ing upon such applications, and submit to the 
Board such extension and addition in each case as 
the nature of the Vessel's employment may appear 
to require; and also such a restriction in the period 
for which the License should be granted, as may 
be necessary, with a view to guard against any- 
continued abuse of the indulgence. 

And it being further observed, with respect to 
boats employed in the mackarel fishery in the 
county of Cornwall, that the aforegoing restrictions 
will be so far relaxed as to allow the boats actually 
employed in such fishery (and having their nets 
on board), or going to, or returning from, market 
with fish, to navigate to the distance of twenty 
leagues from the English Coast, and along the 
Coast from Portsmouth to t\ieljMii'^'EAii\\ q\/\1 
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belonging to the ports of Penzance and St. Ives, 
from Portsmouth to Bristol; but such boats will be 
restricted from touching at the Islands of Jersey, 
Guernsey, Aldemej, the Caskets, or the Coast of 
France. 

Certificates of Survet. 

In making out and transmitting to the Board 
Certificates of Survey for Licenses (which are to 
be forwarded direct to the Surveyor for Sloops, in 
letters addressed, in the inside, to the Board, and to 
bear the regular correspondence number) ; and in 
reporting on applications for the same, the proper 
officers are to observe that the value as expressed 
in the certificates be taken, when the vessels are 
completely fitted for sea, including fishing gear, 
&c. ; the class in which each Vessel falls, in con- 
formity to the numbers of the aforegoing regulations, 
being expressed at the top of the certificates ; and 
the certificates for Open vessels, under fifteen tons^ 
being transmitted on the Form for Boats ; and 
when above that tonnage, the word " Open" being 
written on the certificates. It being also observed, 
that such certificates be not delivered to the parties, 
but to the Collector and Comptroller of the Port ; 
that the vessels be in no case allowed to be used 
until the license shall have been obtained, and bcmd 
given as hereafter required ; and that the words 
^' Attending Shipping," be inserted in the license 
for vessels intended to be so employed. 

That whenever the officers transmit a certificate 
for a License for any Vessel or Boat, tfaej are to 
state whether the owners have been convicted of 
smuggling, and if not, whether they are suspected 
of being concerned therein, stating the groonds of 
their suspicion ; also, whether the Vessel or Boat 
is suspected of being intended for smuggling ; and, 
if previously licensed, whether the former License 
has been given up, with the number and date 
thereof, and iVv^ i^xX. Xo ^Vi\<s\3L ihe Vessel or Boat

Signed at London, 26th January, 1S26.

His Majesty, by the advice of his Privy 
Council, doth deem it expedient to grant certain of the 
privileges aforesaid to the ships of France ; His Majesty 
doth, therefore, in pursuance of the powers 
vested in him, declare and grant that it shall ^^^^^* 
be lawful for French ships to import into any of the British 
Possessions in the West Indies and America, from the 
dominions of His Most Christian Majesty, such goods, 
being the produce of those dominions, as are enumerated 
in the Table subjoined, and to export goods from such 
British Possessions, to be carried to any foreign country 
whatever.
